The executive talk of 1920, when 
the roads made a return of less than 
one-third of I per cent upon their 
property. They stress the fact that 
for the year ending Aug. 30 lust the 
roads yielded a return of only 2.9 
per cent, and the net operating In 
(•* me fell short of the ti per t ent re 
turn contemplated by the railroad act 
by |5Ti,911,000. 
August Income 5.2 Per Cent 
For August, however, net operating 
Income ran up to the 5 1-5 per tent 
mark, and September figures are ex 
peeled to he almost as good* These, of 
course, are two high traffic months, 
due to grain movement, and are high­ 
er than any 12 month average. 
The growth in net operating income 
on investment in 1921 by months is: 
January (deficit), $958 ,399; February 
(deficit), $7,378,307; March, 30,896,192; 
April, $29,248,874; 
.May, $37,080,054; 
June $51,641,014; July, $69,298,521, and 
August (estimated), $90,OOO,OOO. 
The preliminary estimate 
is 
that 
September made as good a showing as 
Atygust. 
On the basis of valuation of 
$1S,900.OOO,000 for the Class I roads, 
the July net operating income was at 
the rate of 4*£ p«*r cent a year, and 
August at the rate of about 5 1-5 pet 
cent.

street corner. A certain proportion of 
them are professionals, but the g re a t­ 
est have become peddlers or street 
trafficers during and since the revolu­ 
tion. 
They come from all stations ot 
life, and one often comes across a 
duchess, a countess, not to speak of a 
baroness, who is quite an ordinary 
figure within this line. 
It usually happens! this way: 
A 
housewife, worn out by the sorrow s 
of daily life, moneyless and hungry, 
collects all her courage and goes to 
the m arket to sell some old article of 
her probably form er luxurious house­ 
hold.
